anyway brought before the public -until 
Mrs. Dnnlop Hopkins conceived the idea 
of erecting a series of buildings, hand- 
some, spacious, comfotiable and practi- 
ial, adapted to the requirements of the 
working women of New York. 


Designs for the first four of the scries, 


>ho business woman's hotel, the art 
students' homo, tho clubhouse and the 
nodel tenement, are already completed. 
it is calculated that at least two, if not 
;he entire series, will bo well underway 
)arly iu the spring. 


'fhe architects for this scheme of 


women's buildings, jwhicn is tho most 
elaborate in the United States, if not in 
;he world, are Miss Mary Gannon and 
Miss Alice Hands, partners, friends afld 
lormer pupils of tho New York School 
of Applied Design. 


"The crying need of the hour," Mrs. 
opkins said in speaking of this vast 


iohem'e,'"is the providing of a proper 
lorae for tho Inos'te of working •women 
;hat are filling up pur citiea. Not one 
lome or building, bin many of them, 


"When I decided to put into operation 


;he plan for a home or hotol for art stu- 
dents I took all my idoas and sketches 
and submitted them to the students at 
lie league. It was uot a question of 
vliat I wanted or what Mia. Frcd'Van- 
Iprbilt might think sensible or Mr. 
Jilder might approve. Wo raight all 
nako good stiggostions, but art students 
iro to live iu tho building, and I want it 
;o bo adapted to the nec<ls antl so far ns 
wgsible wisJiea of tho women who are 
:6 occupy it. 


"In tho same manner I consulted bus- 


ness women about a business woman's 
ictel. I talked v/ith professional women, 


h lawyers, jonrnalistw uud teachers 


and modeled tho design of nu apartment 
lonee and hotel for them on their own 
iews of what was most practical and 
desirable." 


The business woman's hotel will bo 


livided into a series of small apartments 
md single rooms. Tho single rooms 
vill bo arranged in groups of six, with 
mo parlor and bath for each group. 
Phis arrangement enables each girl to 
iavo her ' 'private" parlor pno night in^ 
;he week and to have a pleasant place 
for reunion ou Sundays. Smaller apart- 


nts of one or two bedrooms, parlor 


md bath are planned for the women 
with a larger weekly stipend. 


The question of the latchkey, which 


as a destroyer of working women's 
'homes" has proved moro disastrous 
;han fire or water, will not be broached 
u any of the series cf buildings designed 
by Mrs. Hopkina. "Working women," 
£hp declared,"" need less, not more, re- 
ifr'ic'tions' than other women." 


When asked if charity in any form 


,vould bo required to carry on these 
buildings, Mrs. Hopkins said: "I do 
Kit see why a practical financial project 
should seek tho aid of charity. Each of 
these buildings will be self (Supporting, 
i business investment, which it is ox- 
joctetl v<ill realize from. 6 to 8 por cent 
on nil capital. It is figured out that the 
uspouso of lining, say, for instance, in 
Jio art students' home, will range from 
$4 to $<j for single rooms, including 
ruciils, but tho girl paying $4 will be as 
iudcpciideut from any money obligation 
as iiny ttwst..dt tho Waldorf."

"No, old man, of eonrae I don't TM-

Bwutor Butler of North Carolina 


bM Intfodaoed a bill supplemental to 
ttoSabtldr Acts of the Union PnoiBo 
ud Central Faoiflo Railroads. It re- 
olto* the failure of the companies to 
niMt their obligations to the Govern- 
ment; that by the terms of the aota 
•nob failure ie to operate as a forfeiture 
of all property rights and franchises 
by the companies, and it authorizes 
and directs the Attorney General to 
enforce suoh forfeiture. It also directs 
the Secretary of the Treasury to take 
possession of the roads and land grants 
for the United States and provides that 
the United States shall own the roads 
and operate them as a continuous Sine, 
charging such rates as shall pay o\- 
peueos and maintain a sinking fund. 


The bill further directs the Secretary 


of the Treasury to fund alp>onds para- 
mount to the claims of the United 
States and ascertain the cost of pur- 
chasing such lines owned by the Union 
and the Central Pacific Companies as 
shall be necessary for the maintaluuuce 
of a continuous line from Omaha or 
Kansas City to ban Francisco, or the 
oo»t of constructing such lines as may 
be necessary for the purpose. 
.This is the first practical step made 
in. Congress toward tbo Government 
ownership of railroads. 
The Union 


Pacific Company is in default, not bar- 
ing paid the interest in its obligations 
to the Government, and the Central 
Pacific, though claiming that it is not 
yet in default.admits that It is financial- 
ly unable to settle its accounts with the 
Government. 
Several attempts have 


been made to pass a bill through Con- 
gress to refund the indebtedness of the 
roads, bat all have been flat failures. 
Only one Congressman from the States 
crossed by the roads has dared to 
brave public opinion by advocating the 
passage of a funding bill, and he was 
defeated for re-election by an over- 
whelming majority. 


As the roads cannot, or at least do 


not, meet their obligations to the Gov- 
ernment and Congress will not extend 
the time of payment by passing a 
funding bill they mast be disposed of 
under foreclosure proceedings or the 
Government must take possession of 
them and operate them in the future. 
If offered for sale under foreclosure it 
is likely that the present companies or, 
perhaps, a new syndicate will purchase 
them, bat if the Butler bill should be- 
come a law, which seems very improb- 
able, as Mr. Beed'a Congress is opposed 
to the Government ownership of rail- 
roads, the Government caa try ite hand 
in conducting the railroad business 
from the Missouri to the Pacific and if 


• successful, gradually extead its owner- 
ship until it controls all the main lines. 


THIS QOLl) CREEK MISKS. 


The Gold Greek mines in. Northern 
-jsaco-are attracting more attention at 
the present time than any other sec- 
tion of Nevada. 


A company organized ia the Eastern 


States has expended several hundred 
thousand dollars, according to report, 
in acquiring a title to the mines and in 
bnilding reservoirs for the storage of 
water and ditches for distributing the 
water to the placers. 


The Gold Creek country is said to 


contain rich quartz mines, as well as 
extensive deposits of amriferous gravel. 
It is greatly to be hoped that such is 
a fact, as the production of gold in any 
considerable quantity in that section 
will attract the attention of capital to 
other parts of Nevada where gold has 
been found. 


Owing to the severity of the past 


winter In Northern Nevada, placer min- 
ing was out of the question as the 
gravel as well as the streams wore 
frozen, so it has not been disappoint- 
ing that no gold was shipped from Gold 
Creek. The ground is now thawed, 
however, and the water is released from 
the embrace of Jack Frost. As the 
•now fall was heavy daring the latter 
part of the winter, the season should 
be favoiable - for placer mining^ and 
shipments of "dust" from the Gold 
Creek country should now reasonably 
be expected. If^tbe country is as rich 
as the local papers assure us it is, there 
ought to be many miners at work this 
spring, when water is abundant, and 
the gold output proportionately large. 
Every Nevadan will hope that the 
mines are rich and extensive, but 
nothing less than the shipment of 
gold dust will satisfy very many that 
the Gold Creek enterprise is much 
more than a gigantic stock speculation.

"The business situation, as a whole, 


abowa no gain. Staple lines are only 
fairly active. Overflows, washouts and 
floods continue.to do great damage in 
the Mississippi and Missouri Biver 
Valleys, throughout a greater portion 
of which general trade remains practi- 
cally at a standstill. Bainy weather 
extending from the central western 
to northwestern Spring wheat States 
has rendered country roads almost im- 
passible, with the natural effect upon 
business. Every exertion is making to 
prevent the breaking of Mississippi 
.river levees, but with the river at the 
top of the levees and an immense vol- 
ume of unusually high water still to 
find its way to the Galf the outlook is 


for farther overflows and disaster. A* 
the region threatened is the richest por> 
tion of the cotton belt, the 'prospeet 
for delay In planting a second time in- 
dicates a possibility of a heavy reduc- 
tion in acreage this year, hence the ad- 
vance in cotton this week." 


The slight advance in these products 


was heralded over the country by the 
gold bug press as a positive indication 
of the coming of MoKinley prosperity 
when in reality the raise in prices is 
occasioned by disaster and distress in 
various localities of the South. 


The Greko-TurklsU War. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 
April 
21. — The 


Turkish authorities here admit that 
the losses of the Ottoman troops since 
the outbreak of war with Greece have 
been considerable. 
The Turkish com- 


manders expected a fairly easy march 
to Larissa, and did not anticipate the 
stubborn defense and desperate valor 
with which the Greeks have opposed 
the invasion. IzzetBey, the confiden- 
tial advisor of the Sultan, has been 
disgraced owing to his opposition to 
the war with Greece and to his action 
proposing that the Sultan should 
negotiate directly with Greece for the 
purpose of bringing about an amicable 
settlement of the matters in dispute 
between the Greeks and the Turks. 
Whi|e France is protecting 
Greek 


Catholics in tha Turkish Empire, Great 
Britain has undertaken to protect Or- 
thodox Greeks during the suspension 
of diplomatic relations between Greece 
and Turkey. 


FABIS, April 21.—The correspondent 


of La Journal at Athens had an inter- 
view with King George of Greece at his 
palace yesterday. 
His 
Majesty ia 


quoted as saying that he believed to 
the last moment that peace would be 
maintained, and did bis utmost to 
bring about a pacific settlement of 
the matters in dispute. 


"The truth is that we were attacked 


because Turkey was ordered to attack 
us. There never would have been a war 
but for certain intrigues which will ap- 
pear later. All the Powers are more or 
less against as. 
They wanted war and 


they have got it. Such is the result of 
the European concert. 


"Europe mast understand that after 


forcing us to war there can be no ques- 
tion of limiting it. Our fleet is destined 
to take an important part, as will soon 
be learned. Greece understands that 
she must either be victorious or dis- 
appear. The war may bo prolonged 
and bloody, but it is now too late to 
stop. A great crime has been com- 
mitted against right and humanity in 
the Cretan question, and the chastise- 
ment has now commenced." 


ATHENS, April 21.—The Greek iron- 


clad Spetzai, which ia taking part in 
the bombardment of the Turkish forti- 
fications of Prevesa, has been ordered 
to Tsaghere, in the Gulf of Volo. 


It is reported that the eastern squad- 


ron of the Greek fleet is bombarding 
Flatemona on the west side of the Gulf 
of Salouica. 


Colonel Manos, in command of the 


Greek aimy operating ngainat the 
Turks in Epirus, telegraphs that he 
destroyed the Imart fort and advanced 
without onnoaition tn Filliomda, which 
place the Turks abandoned after burn- 
ing it. Colonel Manos has hoisted the 
Greek flag over Fillipiada. 


LONDON, April 21.—The Borne corre- 


spondent of the Pall Mall Gazette tele- 
graphs his paper this afternoon that a 
dispatch has been received there from 
Athens expressing fear that should the 
Greeks suffer reverses and the Turks 
occupy Larissa, a revolution will break 
out at Athens. 


BOME, April 21.—Eiccotti Garabaldi 


son of the famous General Garibaldi' 
accompanied by a Garibaldian veteran' 
Colonel Qattarno, sailed for Greece) 
where he will take part in the war 
against the Turks. Several steamers at 
vaiious places along the Italian coasts 
are embarking men who have volun- 
teered their services to Greece for the 
war. 


A Ditch In the Fair-Craven Stilt. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—A sudden 


hitch has arisen in the Fair estate liti- 
gation. Eleven passed talesmen were 
in the box, one holding down the 
twelfth place after examination, and 
three out of four peremptory challenges 
exhausted by either side when the 
court opened thio morning. 
The 


twelfth talesman was passed, when 
after deliberation, the attorneys united 
in asking for a continuance, although 
the request primarily came from the 
plaintiffs (the Fair heirs and adminis- 
trators.) The attorneys for the ad- 
ministrators stated subsequently that 
one of the talesmen was under 
suspicion.

but one. I caught a glimpse of bis face 
at the window of a carriage where ho 
sat alone, and my heart seemed to stop 
beating.

Crystal Sky Column*. 


An explanation of a curious optical 


phenomenon sometimes witnessed on 
frogty nights which is called the "pseu- 
do aurora," is offered in Science by Mr. 
Goodo of the Chicago university. The 
phenomenon takes the form of beautiful 
columns of silvery light standing over 
electric arc lamps and other bright 
lights and sometimes appearing almost 
to reach the zenith. Mr. Goode says 
that sometimes the.exening star has a 
bright shaft below as well as above, 
while the rising moon stands in a bread 
column of light. These appearances are 
due to floating frost crystals which keep 
their reflecting faces horizontal. On ex- 
omiuntiou be found that the crystals 
concerned in the exhibition were thin 
six sided plates of ice, never more than 
one millimeter in diameter. When the 
wind blows, these little plates arc upset, 
and the columns of light, caused by re- 
flection from their surfaces, disappear. 


A Tin In His Heart. 


The old time idea that the slightest 


touch of a foreign substance op the heart 
means certain death was shattered years 
ago. One of the most remarkable cases 
ever heard of, however, was that de- 
scribed in a paper read before the Asso- 
ciation of American Physicians some 
years ago by Dr. Feabody. It was of a 
cose where a pin was found in a human 
heart after having been there for an in- 
definite period. The point of the pin 
was distant above five millimeters from 
the external surface of the heart. The 
pin seemed eroded and was broken by 
{he scissors in dissection, without be- 
coming displaced. There was no evi- 
dence of recent local inflammation, but 
that part of the heart in the neighbor- 
hood of the protruding bead of the pin 
waa greatly thickened and snow white 
and firmly adherent to the edge of the 
head.
